ARTICLE  I.

NAME. 

The  name  of  this  society  shall  be  The  Schubert 
Club. 

ARTICLE   II. 

OBJECTS. 

The  object  of  the  Club  shall  be  to  study  and  re- 
hearse such  vocal  music  as  may  be  selected  by  the 
Musical  Director  and  the  Council,  and  to  give  such 
recitals  of  the  same  as  may  be  determined  upon 
from  time  to  time. 

ARTICLE   III.  / 

MEMBERSHIP. 

1.  The  Club  shall  consist  of  two  classes  of  mem- 
bers :   Active  and  Associate. 

2.  The  Active  members  shall  constitute  the 
Chorus,  and  shall  be  such  persons  whose  musical 
qualifications  are  satisfactory  to  the  Musical  Direc- 
tor, and  who  have  been  approved  of  by  the  Council, 
and  duly  elected  by  the  Club. 

3.  The  number  of  Active  members  shall  be  re- 
stricted to  fifty. 

4.  The  election  of  Active  members  shall  be  by 
ballot  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Club.  No 
nomination  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Meeting  until 
the  same  has  been  first  approved  of  by  the  Musical

Director  and  the  Council.  A  iiiajority  of  twa-tliirdj 
of  the  votes  recorded  shall  be  rctiiiircd  to  elect  ;i'| 
candidate. 

5.  Active  members  shall  ])c  entitled  to  issue  <J 
stated  niiml^er  of  invitations  (the  number  to  be  cle- 
terniined  from  time  to  time  by  the  Council,  )  to  sueh| 
recitals  as  may  be  given  by  tlie  Club. 

6.  The  non-attendance  of  any  Active  l\Ienil)er| 
for  three  rehearsals  during'  each  session  ( there  beinj^ 
two  sessions  in  each  season),   without  an  adeciuate 
reason  being  assigned,   may  constitute,  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Council,  a  just  cause  for  striking  his| 
o)-  her  name  from  the  membership  roll, 

7-  Members  desirous  of  nominating  candidates 
will  send  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  the  name  er 
names  of  those  they  propose  for  election. 

S.  Associate  members  shall  consist  of  such  per- 
sons as  are  desirous  of  connecting  themselves  with 
the  Clv.b  in  an  honorary  capacity  and  who  have  been 
'^v.iy  elected  by  the  Council.  'Fhey  shall  have  the

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ARTICLE  IV. 

FEES. 

1.  The  annual  subscription  of  Active  members 
^h;ill  be  as  follows:  Ladies,  $2.oo,  Gentlemen,  $3.00. 
[f  |)rcl"orrec!,  the  subscription  may  be  paid  in  two  in- 
stalments, but  the  total  sum  must  be  paid  in  by  the 
1st  of  March  in  each  year.  The  subscription  of 
nenihers  elected  in  the  middle  of  the  season  shall

2.  The  annual  subscription  of  Associate  mem- 
)crs  shall  be  $5.00,  payable  on  the  1st,  November. 

3.  The  Council  shall  be  empowered  to  remit,  at 
their  discretion,  the  subscription  of  any  Active  mem- 
')er. 

ARTICLE   V. 

OFFICERS. 

1.  The  officers,  not  more  tl  an  three  of  whom 
may  be  Associate  members  of  thj  Club,  shall  consti- 
tute the  Council,  and  shall  consist  of  the  Musical 
Director,  President,  V'ice- President,  Secretary- Trea- 
surer and  two  ladies  and  three  gentlemen  elected  by 
the  Club.  They  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meet- 
ing by  ballot— a  plurality  of  votes  determining  an 
election. 

2.  The  Council  shall  have  power  to  increase  their 
membership  to  twelve. 

3.  The  Council  shall  be  em[)owered  with  au- 
thority to  transact  such  business  as  may  be  deem- 
ed by  them  necessary  and  expedient  for  the  welfare 
of  the  Club. 

4.  Four  of  the  Council  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE   VL 

MEETINGS    AND   REHEARSALS. 

f.     Weekly  rehearsals  shall  be  held  on  Monday  " 


evening,  or  such  other  eviening  as  may  be  decided 
upon  by  the  Council,  throughout  the  season,  at 
which  tne  attendance  of  all  Active  members  is  com- 
pulsory, unless  prevented  by  illness  or  some  other 
valid  cause. 


2.  Extra  rehearsals  or  meetings  for  business  may 
be  called  at  any  time  by  the  Council. 

3.  Recitals  shall  be  given  from  time  to  time  as 
may  be  determined  upon  by  the  Council.  The  ad- 
mission to  these  Recitals  shall  be  by  invitation  only 
—the  invitations  being  issued  by  the  Active  and 
Associate  members,  as  already  provided  for  by  this 
Constitution. 

4.  The  Annual  Meeting  for  the  election  of  officers 
and  the  transaction  of  busmess  shall  be  held  on  the 
first  Monday  in  April. 

5.  If  found  neces.:ary,  fifteen  minutes  at  each 
rehearsal  of  the  Club  mby  be  devoted  to  the  tran- 
saction of  its  business.
